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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 17 June 2008 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive or are moot as directed to claim amendments which are not being entered. The 
arguments appear to be on the following grounds : 

a) Goeb fails to disclose the exposure of the protective sheet, and therefore the rejections of 
Claims 1 and 18 should be withdrawn. 

b) Applicant concedes that Hughes discloses etching away part of the undercoat layer, but argues 
that Hughes teaches away from exposing a paper sheet. 

c) Other references fail to compensate for the deficiencies of Hughes and Ward. 

2. These arguments are not persuasive or moot for the following reasons: 

a) This argument is directed at claim amendments which are not being entered, and is therefore 
moot. 

b) The arguments are drawn to claim amendments which are not being entered, and is therefore 
moot. Also note that under 37 CFR 41 .33(b)(2), amendments may be admitted to rewrite 
dependent claims into independent form. However, the proposed amendments to Claims 1 and 
18 would change the scope of all dependent claims and require further consideration. Also note 
that the arguments are non-responsive to the rejections of Claims 24 and 25 aside from their 
dependence on Claims 1 and 18, respectively. 

c) Other rejections are maintained as set forth in the final rejection, and these arguments do not 
particularly argue against the rejections of these claims.
